The CW and My networks have now 
launched. I'll see if | can get affiliate lists 
typed up. Many of these networks' affiliates 
are on DTV subchannels of major-network 
affiliates. 


Many of the LPTV applications for digital 
companion channels (AF DCC) are 
appearing this month. | expect many more 
next time. Again, these are digital low- 
power stations that will simulcast the 
associated analog LPTV. At the end of 
transition, the LPTV station will have to 
surrender either its current analog channel 
or its digital companion channel. 


Note three new stations granted. (ch. 22 in 
Topeka; ch. 51 in Jackson, Miss.; and ch. 49 
in Osage Beach, Mo., near Springfield) All 
three were granted as analog stations but I'd 
bet one or more will modify their permit for 
digital operation before going on the air. 


Note also a new station (WBSF-46) on the 
air in Bay City, Mich.. This station did go on 
the air as analog. It will have to eventually 
flash-cut to digital operation on the same 
channel. 


KTFL, channel 4 in Flagstaff, Ariz. has been 
deleted. Presumably this was at the request 
of the licensee. The license wouldn't have 
expired until the first of this month. I'm not 
aware of any enforcement proceedings 
against KTFL, and if any violations were 
outstanding that were severe enough to 
result in revocation of license, we'd have 
heard about them! As | read it, this deletion 
also affects the KTFL-DT permit on channel 
18. 


Speaking of channel 46 in Michigan... Bill 
noted a mystery channel 46 with WOOD-8 
programming. He wrote WOOD and got a 
reply from their Director of Engineering that 
it was translator W46DD, 8 miles from 
Muskegon. There is no W46DD in the FCC 
Database. 


However, | found several references on the 
Internet (especially on Michiguide.com) to 
such a translator. Included were links to 
FCC CDBS data on this station. (how they 
found it | have no idea, as | tried to find this 
in CDBS without success...) 


W4E6DD is licensed under special temporary 


authority. The FCC is not very good at 
reporting STAs.. WOOD has had serious 
problems in western parts of their coverage 
area with interference from WMVS-DT on 
the same channel across the lake in 
Milwaukee. Rumor has it W46DD is an 
answer to this interference. 


Robert noted WO9CG _ Findlay, Ohio 
apparently missing in mid-September. He 
suspects it was "bounced" by WLIO-DT on 
channel 8 — certainly possible. It has an 
application on file to move to channel 51. 


He also asks a question about DTV power 
levels: 


"| notice browsing the 
database that a lot of UHF 
DTVs are exactly 200 kW. Is 
this some kind of standard for 
a certain class of DTVS?" 


Originally 200kw was the maximum power 
allowable for a UHF DTV. Fearing that 
wouldn't be enough to replicate the 
coverage of the analog, _ stations 
successfully petitioned for an increase in the 
limit to 1000kw. 


However, stations didn't automatically get 
that increase; they had to file for 
"maximization", an increase in power from 
that originally assigned by the FCC's 
software. For that petition to succeed the 
station had to show there would be no 
interference with existing analogs’ or 
authorized digitals. 


Often this required an expensive directional 
antenna, so some stations didn't bother. 
(probably also in cases where all they 
wanted was to get enough signal over the 
headend to be guaranteed carriage on 
cable...) 


"Just how hard would it be for 
a DTV with less than the 
maximum 1000 kW to upgrade 
to full power in the future?" 


It depends... 


From a technical standpoint... an increase 
at a VHF station might be as simple as 
adding power modules to an_ existing 
transmitter. It could also be as difficult as 
completely replacing the _ transmitter, 
antenna, feedline, and tower. For the most 
part it depends on how powerful the smaller 
interim facility was built; also, on how well 
the tower was built. 


From a regulatory standpoint... it depends 
on what other DTV stations are on the same 
or adjacent channels. After analog stations 
go away, DTV upgrades that aren't possible 
now may become possible; also, as a lot of 
DTV stations are moving to new channels 
after transition, upgrades may become 
possible. 


"Also, considering markets 
where the stations have 
historically transmitted from 
widely seperated transmitter 
sites, eg. WOOD and 
WWMT... (one southeast of 
Grand Rapids and the other 
north of town) Could WZZM 
eventually move their DTV to 
the Gun Lake tower farm if 
they found a channel where it 
would fit?" 


Yes. The regulations are essentially the 
same as for analog: you must put a city- 
grade signal across your city-of-license, and 
you must not interfere with any other 
existing station. It might indeed be 
easier for digital, since the definition of a 
"city-grade" signal is a lot looser for DTV. A 
site that might be too far from the official 
city-of-license for analog may be close 
enough for digital.

It’s a new freeware 
program called DScaler (http://deinterlace.sourceforge.net/). Designed as a “deinterlacer”, it takes 
video input from a DVD player, VCR, game console, laserdisc, etc. and removes noise and artifacts 
to produce a superior image on your PC. A European DXer discovered this and also found that its 
noise reduction filter could be used to improve even poor DX images. Of course, you will need a 
video tuner/capture card such as the WinTV or ATI cards. | downloaded it and it automatically picked 
up my WinTV-D settings and assigned that as the source input. Then all | had to do was tweak the 
filter settings and | was in business! | can even watch live TV with it! If anybody has any questions, 
email me.

E-skip gave way to trop as the month of August 
wore on; it went out with a bang on August 4 with 
one last opening to the west. The August 6 opening 
brought a much-wanted station in WTIU-DT 14; the 
station has three sub-channels; one for HDTV 
programming, the second as a simulcast of WTIU 
analog 30, and the third for instructional videos 
(IDing as “WTIU-2”). | also pulled in WNDY-DT 32 
for my fourth from the Indianapolis area, and 
WICD-DT 41 for my first DTV from Champaign. The 
next night brought several analog stations from 
Sioux City; | came close to, but couldn't get any 
picture from, KPTH-DT 49. Des Moines was also in, 
along with WGEM-DT 54. The opening of August 9 
was interesting because the only TV station logged 
west of the Columbia/Jefferson City area was 
KOAM 7. August 15 brought in television stations 
from Huntsville; but the signals were too weak to 
attempt to pull in DTV signals from the area. August 
17 brought in stations from Illinois, Indiana and 
Kentucky; | managed to log a new one in WMYO-

lone Ohio station made it in: WSTR 64. WNIN 9 
made it through local KETC, although | couldn’t pull 
in WNIN-DT on channel 12. August 24 brought two 
new South Bend DTV signals in WNDU-DT 42 
(even with WICS-DT on) and WHME-DT 48. Only 
the text was seen through local WRBU analog on 
46; the DT signal was in for a few seconds at a 
time. On August 26, | finally logged KFVS-DT 57, 
even with local KMOV-DT on channel 56.

The cool 
temperatures along the ocean vicinity and hot 
inland continued steadily for much of the time, and 
so did Southern California tropo on TV-FM to San 
Diego/Tijuana up to 200mi/320km on my indoor 
whip and bow-tie Variations at times may not have 
been due to unsettled weather but rather variations 
in the elevation of the air-layer boundary. For 
example, the apparent Aug-9 peak may have been 
a lower-than-average boundary, closer to my 
elevation of approximately 250 feet.

Says Robert: “Trop did this year what skip 
had been doing the past several years (before 
this year), showing promise early on, then 
ending prematurely. Before leaving, however, 
it did take a turn for the weird, usually with 
very selective paths and favoring some 
channels over others. The 8/17 opening was 
almost strictly a VHF opening. KCRG came in 
with no sign of any other stations in that 
direction (Chicago came in a few hours later). 
When | noticed another minus offset station 
on 7 under WXYZ, | was “hoping” to ID it as 
Evansville. When | saw “Little Rock” in the 
image, | still thought it was Evansville, then 
looked at the database and realized WT VW 
was not a minus, | stuck with it and eventually 
saw the callsign KATV, my longest trop 
logging from any of my Dxing locales. KARK 
was discovered later. It had been in earlier, 
but | mistook it for WTTV, zero-offset, seen 
under WDIV almost every night in August. 
WTTV and KARK were both under WDIV, and 
KARK was stronger, even though they were in 
almost exactly (3 degs off) the same direction. 


The opening that brought in WQAD and 
WDB was just as fickle. It was a little 
disappointing, however, when my GPS 
revealed that Roanoke was a lot closer than | 
would have guessed.”

The highlight of the season simply has to be logging KHPA 104.9 in Hope AR, via tropo, at an initial estimate of 1038 
miles, on Aug 17 from my Snowball DX site just n.w. of Toronto. This beats my old record of 955, which was York NE, 
also on 104.9 and also at from the same DX site. Oddly, this was my only log, and it occurred on my car radio as | was 
arriving. It lasted for at least six minutes, and | checked other frequencies to no avail. Signal was fairly weak but clearly 
audible and easy to ID. This lone logging completely turns around what otherwise would be the absolute worst tropo 
season ever in close to 30 years of FM DXing. | have otherwise not logged a single FM station over 500 miles so far this 
year! 


The Perseids, in my mind, were close to a dud, compared with what they have been the past few seasons. No hugely 
intense storming, and frequent periods where there was barely any activity at all.

It’s been interesting reading about the great skip season. And | did get some of the fun, but mainly because | visited the 
Bend OR area in July. Either all of the excitement stopped short of the Puget Sound area, or it all happened while | was 
at work, as the following Auburn report should amply demonstrate. Since 2002 I’ve made Chinook Pass (about 45 miles 
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SE of here) & vicinity my alternate DX site here in the Puget Sound area. It provides an escape from the asininity of 
IBOC, which now has polluted 37 channels here. There the standard gear now is a good Pioneer radio. (That is also the 
equipment used at Paulina Peak, near Bend, which I’ve also designated now as an alternate site. I’ve visited it several 
times since 1993, since its 7984’ elevation gives both a spectacular view and interesting DX’ing, even if there isn’t skip. If 
| ever retire, | might move to that area - not to Bend itself, with its high-powered xmitters a mile or two west of town. 
Maybe Redmond, that now-famous hotbed for 2-hop ES.) 


A road trip to Vancouver Island in May was fairly interesting! What follows was all done with the Pioneer car radio. And 

the Pioneer was then in my old ’94 Sentra, with somewhat noisy ignition even with the engine off. (That was true also of 
all Paulina Peak loggings except the August catches, at which time the Pioneer had been transplanted to my new Honda 
Pilot.) 


Definitely a place to check out if you visit the west coast of Vancouver Island. Radar Hill is the highest point along the 
coast between Tofino (some 5 miles north at the end of the road) and Ucluelet. There are only a few locals to contend 
with. Alas, one is on 102.7, where KYTE Newport OR is. With 64800 watts, they would be an easy catch on an open 
channel (KNCU is 3800 watts at about the same height). Another is on 107.3, which prevents one from fishing for KACW 
107.3 North Bend. KACW has the Coos Bay market's most reliable signal at Cape Falcon, OR (165 miles north of Coos 
Bay), so would be an intriguing target on a good day. Vancouver and Victoria BC, by the way, are in and out due to the 
mountainous terrain, so aren’t significant problems.

Eight stations from 1530 miles and up at Paulina Peak. In seven years here in Auburn, | have three from 1515 
miles (and #4 for distance here is 1466 miles). And 1340 miles was the best in this year of the 2-hop. That’s why I’ve 
made a formal log for Paulina Peak: that’s just too much good stuff to have it submerged in the 5200+ entries on the 
master log! The trops catches from Spokane, this area, and Boise aren’t too shabby, either, for using a car FM with whip 
antenna. Please note that KING 98.1 is adjacent to KTWS 98.3 Bend, 25 miles away, yet was clear! I’ve heard KTWS 
here (17 miles from KING), but only with my rooftop antenna and the MR-80’s super adjacent-channel selectivity. If you 
visit the Bend area, | strongly recommend a drive up Paulina Peak (vehicle permitting: the 4-mile gravel road is off limits 
for vehicles over 25’ or pulling a trailer, and the descent requires good brakes and a reliable low gear). 


A note regarding WISG Fishers IN. The reference to Medford Shopping Center was not slopover from KTMT 
Medford OR on 93.7. The speaker didn’t sound like a pop station’s DJ, but somewhat older & more like a minister or 
suchlike. WISG couldn’t confirm the reference for me, likely because it was a casual aside. But there are only three 
Medford Shopping Centers to be found via the internet — in Medford OR (which has no 93.9), in Medford MA (likewise), 
and in Carmel IN, next door to Fishers. And Dave Williams, from Redmond OR, had loggings from Vernon IN, Bowling 
Green OH, and Toledo OH in the same timeframe, neatly bracketing the Indianapolis market. So | feel the evidence 
strongly supports the logging of WISG, amazing as it is to have heard a 3000-watt station at that distance with a whip 
antenna.

CAR-BASED iPODS THREATEN TERRESTRIAL AND SATELLITE RADIO LISTENING 


Competition for in-car radio listeners just got stiffer as Apple Computer has closed a deal with Ford, GM 
and Mazda to put iPods docks in their new vehicles. 

Apple's new agreement with the car manufacturers means that by 2007, up to 70% of U.S. autos will have 
seamless iPod integration. GM sees potential in using the iPod as a marketing tool to attract younger 
consumers, and sales of iPods are are expected to double by 2009. Sirius has made deals with Ford and 
Toyota in the past, but the proliferation of in-car iPods could create some serious competition between satellite 
radio and Apple. 

While more in-car entertainment options takes away from both terrestrial and satellite radio, Jim Cramer of 
Real Money Radio says Sirius, in particular, is depending on the automobile industry for much of its growth 
business and could face a real challenge if new car buyers consider their personal iPod, which can hold the 
equivalent of thousands of CDs, sufficient for their in-car listening. 
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13th ANNUAL MADISON-MILWAUKEE DX GTG 


Any DXer who thinks that thirteen is an unlucky number has never attended a Madison-Milwaukee 
DX Get-together, and certainly not the one just concluded. 


The 13th annual Madison-Milwaukee Get-together for DXers and Radio Enthusiasts took place on 
Saturday, August 19, 2006, beginning at (of course) 1300 Central Daylight Time. 


For those of you not familiar with the Madison-Milwaukee, it is a one-day, regional, all-band event for 
DXers that has been held every third Saturday in August since 1994. The first ten GTGs were held in 
Madison, Wisconsin, with Bill Dvorak and Tim Noonan alternating as hosts.

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MORE WTFDA Convention 2006: Tower tours 


Many WTFDA members are interested in both kinds of DX — both FM and AM. That was a 
good thing at the 2006 Convention, as amplitude modulation trumped frequency modulation at the 
tower tours! | think it just happened to shake out that way; in any case, most interesting FM sites are 
in Manhattan where travel and parking are quite a bit more difficult, and with recent security scares 
one wonders if it would be possible to get into the normally-closed areas of the Empire State Building 
where the transmitters are. 


On Friday afternoon, Scott Fyobush arranged a tour of Clear Channel's northwest New Jersey 
facility in Newton. Chief Engineer Tony DeNicola (aka “Tony Dee”, during his WNNJ-AM airshift) met 
us at the studios/offices. The facility is responsible for FM stations WSUS 102.3, WNNJ-FM 103.7, 
and WHCY 106.3, and AM station WNNJ 1360. As is the case at most stations these days, almost 
everything airs from computer. All four stations' studios, and several production rooms, share 
common storage. Tony was very proud of his wiring job; most of us (especially those of us who've 
worked in engineering) were in awe! We also received a detailed tour of each studio — and some 
excellent promo swag. 


After about an hour at the studio, Tony 
guided us to the WNNJ-AM transmitter site a few 
miles away. It didn't surprise us to see an 
equally neat and clean facility here. WNNJ uses 
a directional antenna with three towers. A small 
FM transmitter and an antenna on one of the AM 
towers serve as a backup for the main FM 
transmitter elsewhere. 


Probably more interesting, and less neat... 
i : was the abandoned WNNJ AM/FM studio/office 
' j building on the site. The musty smell was 
Yi overwhelming, but the stacks of old equipment 
The abandoned WNNJ-1360/1 03.7 studio and transmitter building. There's in various states of repair made it worthwhile. 
a bunch of dead & obsolete stuff in here, and a bunch of bumper stickers. 

There was more promo stuff out here too. As 
you might expect at a radio station that was on the air in the 1970s, there were the obligatory doors 
covered in bumper stickers. | thought | knew my old radio stations, but about 10% of these stickers | 
couldn't identify... 


Saturday noon we met Scott again at a motel in the Meadowlands, just across from 
Manhattan. Our first destination was a construction site, where we were to meet Tom Ray, quite 
possibly one of the most hated men in DXdom<grin>.' Tom's WOR-710 is losing its existing site to 
the construction, and he was there making some final adjustments on the new site. Many of us have 
seen cramped, dirty transmitter sites. WOR wasn't one of them. This was a large, clean facility with 
plenty of extra space. It's not everyday one sees a brand-new AM site.

Most major NYC-area stations are in the 
Meadowlands, so we didn't have to drive too far to 
reach our next station, behind an oil facility. Joe 
Gregg is an old friend of WBBR-1130's chief 
engineer, and arranged this tour. WBBR is an older 
facility — it's been at its current site since 1969 when 
they left a site we'd see later a few miles to the north. 
It's also even better backed-up than WOR. Three 
transmitters, two remote controls, more audio paths 
than | could count. In case of problems at the WBBR 
studios on Manhattan, there are also two full studios 
at the transmitter. All programming and other 
information produced in Manhattan is also available

From WBBR we proceeded to an area motel, for photos of their neighbor WKDM-1380. There 
was nobody here for a tour (indeed, with the high grass it was difficult to even see the transmitter 
building) so the visit was relatively brief. This site is also used by the country's first expanded-band 
AM station, WWRU-1660. 


We didn't expect to get in at the next station, WADO-1280, either. But it so happened that 
WADO's chief engineer was there, and knows Scott. So we managed a tour of this station as well. 
By now most of the layout was routine — clean, well-maintained transmitter room, satellite dishes, 
towers with large tuning units at the base. WADO was unique in the need to cross a small river (ona 
wooden bridge) to reach two of the four towers. 


It was probably more unique in that the towers were 
named. FCC regulations require any tower tall enough to require 
obstruction lighting (generally, taller than 200') must have a “FCC 
Registration Number”, and that number must be posted. This 
number is pretty long and not very memorable. Two of the four

FCC REGISTRATION WADO towers were tall enough to require registration, and all four 
# N IA had easier-to-remember single-digit numbers assigned. None of 
this was unusual. However, as we approached the first tower, we 
noted the sign read: "TOWER #4 / FCC REGISTRATION # N/A / 
"ERICA" “ERICA”. Who's Erica and why is a tower named after her?? 
As we reached each other tower, we noted it, too, hada 


woman's name assigned. | can't remember them all, but #1 was 
We love you, Erica. “Jessica”... 


From here we rode up the road a bit to the WMCA-570 site. WNYC-820 also transmits from 
this site. Again, there was nobody home. Decent photos of the towers were possible though. The 
“wmca 570” sign on the front of the building was somewhat more difficult to photograph, due to tall 
weeds. Apparently what we were doing — four carloads of DXers climbing on fences to take pictures 
of an unattended radio site — was not considered suspicious, as we weren't bothered by the passing 
Kearny police officers... 


At our final stop, not only were there no station personnel present, but there was no station 
either. WNEW-1130 (now WBBR) had abandoned this site to the New Jersey Turnpike in 1969. 
Towers were still visible in the swamp, attracting the attention — and cameras -- of the assembled 
crowd. 


It was now getting late, and with the promise of some interesting stuff on the grill, our 
stomachs were calling! Several different routes were used to return to Rick's place; Joe & | 
inadvertently found another AM station (WABC-770) just south of I-80 and just west of the 
Meadowlands. 


Many thanks to Scott Fybush and Joe Gregg for arranging the tours, and to all the engineers 
involved (and the Kearny, NJ Police<grin>) for tolerating a gaggle of curious DXers! 


And later, Friday evening on Rick’s backyard deck...

We continue to plug along though the quiet early Fall. There have been a 
few scattered reports of sporadic-E popping briefly into 6m over the past couple 
of weeks, but, frankly, they didn’t amount to much. Some of the openings were 
so inconsequential, | didn’t even bother to connect the antennas. 

Tropo is a different story. Monday, September 18", brought what 
appeared to be a nice opening. | say “appeared” since my 13-element 2 meter 
antenna remains pointing northwest — which was not the direction the tropo was 
coming from here. | saw reports of contacts being made from as far as EN92 
into EM64, so the opening was a healthy one. But, here in Memphis, | was 
relegated to just 144 MHz FM and APRS, plus TV DX with my shamefully sub- 
par Radio Shack antenna in the attic. | did manage to decode and watch DTV 
from Cincinnati — anew DTV state for me — so, | am sure 2m weak signal would 
have been active. That will have to wait until my tower project is completed. 

On the subject of the tower project, it is moving forward nicely. On 
Wednesday, September 20", ground was finally broken. | found it amazing just 
how much dirt actually needs to get moved to make room for a relatively small 
footprint. 


The following day, the County Code Compliance Officer inspected the hole — 
confirming it was indeed a hole, | guess. That afternoon, concrete was poured, 
leaving me with five feet of Rohn 45 above ground. 
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There is still much to do. Heck, the antennas have yet to be delivered. 
But, it’s moving forward. Still, as | had suspected, to do a project properly, even 
if it’s a fairly modest tower, is a big, hairy, multi-faceted deal! 

Last month, space was short, so loggings were shelved. We'll be catching 
up this month and next. We do welcome a new contributor, John Hanna, 
KC9HZC, from Illinois. John’s fairly new to VHF hamming, but seemed to be 
sucked in. John’s station once again illustrates a point | have made before — 
even a fairly modest station can be effective on 50 MHz. When the band really 
opens, it can get crazy!
